The 
facts of the case show that the democ­ 
racy of the state of Mississippi place 
the Indian on a level with the negro 
and there is no reason for believing the 
Indian would receive better treatment 
at the hands of 
Democrats in this 
country if they should gain power.” 
That the argument of this Republi­ 
can oracle is only exceeded by his pre­ 
sumption and mendacity, is proven by 
the following extract produced herein 
below from a letter from Attorney 
General William Williams of the state 
of Mississippi, to C. D. Carter, secre­ 
tary Democratic Campaign Committee: 
“ Any statement that there is a stat­ 
ute in this state requiring Indian child­ 
ren to attend negro schools or prohibit­ 
ing them from attending white schools, 
is absolutely without foundation. 
The 
only statute upon the subject is Sec­ 
tion 4037 of the annotated code of 1892 
which reads as follows: 
‘4037 Schools 
for 
Indian 
children; 
In a conrey 
where there are Indian children suffi­ 
cient to form a school the county 
school board may locate one or more 
schools exclusively for Indians and the 
state board of education may provide 
special license for teachers therein. * 
“ You will readily observe that this 
statute was provided for the conven­ 
ience of the Indian and was for the 
purpose of providing 
them with 
a 
school to be attended exclusively by 
Indian children and was in deference to 
their well known desire to preserve j 
their racial 
integrity. 
In counties 
where there were not a sufficient num­ 
ber of Indian children to justify the 
organization of separate schools for 
the 
Indians, 
they 
attended 
white 
schools without any restriction what­ 
ever. 
“ As to the use of trains I beg to say 
that our statute on the subject of sep- 


for the races. 
Every rail­ 
way carrying passengers in the state 
shall provide equal but separate ac­ 
commodations for the white and color­ 
ed races by providing two or more pas­ 
senger cars for each passenger train or 
by dividing the passenger car by par­ 
titions to secure separate accommoda­ 
tions. * 
“The same provision identically ap­ 
plies to waiting rooms at depots and of 
course the term ‘colored’ has reference 
alone to persons of negro blood. 
As a 
m atter of fact the Indian has always 
been permitted to use the same cars 
and waiting rooms as the whites and 
has been welcomed in those compart­ 
ments at all times. The Indians and 
Caucasians have intermarried freely in 
this state without legal impediment or 
loss of social standing. 
Many of our 
most distinguished men in public and 
private life are proud of the fact that 
Indian blood flows in their veins and no 
reproach is cast upon them on that ac­ 
count. 
I may add that no distinction 
whatever exists between the civil, so­ 
cial and political rights of the white 
race and the Indian race.”

HALF OF LIFE IN JAIL 


•BIG BILL** MASON, NOTED CRIMI 
NAL, AGAIN BEHIND BARS. 


Was Well Known in Chicago Gambling 
Circles—Arrested in Wisconsin, 
Sent to Waupun, But 
Mad# His Escape. 


Laporte, Iud —The doors of the In­ 
diana state prison have opened again 
to one of the most noted criminals in 
the country. His real name is Richard 
Keegan, but he is best known as "Big 
Bill" Mason. 
Mason as W. T. Wright was sent 
up uqder the old law to serve seven 
years. 
After about three years he 
escaped and was finally located at 
Cherry HIH, Pa. He was given no pos­ 
sible chance after and went out only 
at the expiration of his term. 
"Big BAU” Mason is 
particularly 
well known In Chicago, where was the 
scene of many of his exploits. Around 
“Mike” McDonald’s and George Han­ 
kins’ gambling houses he was known 
as the high "roller of faro." 
He has pursued all the branches of 
crime, and while he has been success­ 
ful in them all he has spent nearly 25 
years In* prison. 
So that in the bal­ 
ance he strikes in his fifty-fifth year 
the account is heavily against him. 
In the Northfield bank raid, in which 
he participated with the Younger and 
James boys, he was "the kid." 
In all 
of Mason’s arrests he was well pro­ 
vided with "ball money" and was able 
to get the best of criminal talent at 
the bar to fight his cases. 
It was his 
boas, that he never pleaded guilty. 
Aft*** a wild spectacular career Ma­ 
son apix Ared in Chicago and made his 
headquarter*, Ut 
Dave 
Thornton's 
‘House of David" In Clark street. He 
was always well provided with money 
and ostensibly his business was to 
make a show of it by buying drinks 
for anybody and everybody. 
Meanwhile he was playing faro in 
McDonald's place, and occasionally in 
Hankins' place across the street. 
He 
was generally a winner and was accus­ 
tomed to le a v e a sum of money in 
Thornton’s to the credit of fellows who 
were down and out. 
Usually It was. 
he said, IO per cent, of his winnings. 
lf he lost he put a $10 bill there any­ 
way for the same purpose, saying that 
the Lord and the gambler alike loved 
a cheerful giver and he wouldn't h^y* 
luck if he were not ready to divide. 
Mason at this time was about 25 or 
26 years old. 
In appearance he was 
a striking figure, six feet tall, straight 
as a dart. broad shoulders and with 
the easy movement and grace of a 
panther.

house of J. I. Case, in Racine, owner 
of Jay-Eye-See, the trotting horse. He 
was delivered up to the police and 
sent to Waupun state prison for eight 
years. 
Waupun is regarded as one of the 
safe prisons of the United States, but 
Mason sawed his cell door, sawed the 
bars from a window out of the cell- 
house. a task that under the circum­ 
stances must have taken some weeks, 
scaled a wall and was free. The prison 
authorities 
had 
previously 
learned 
that ’ Big Bill" had escaped from the 
I^08 Angeles prison and kept a close 
watch on him. 
Early one morning in 
1898 there was a i>ollce fight in New 
York which ended in Mason. Thomas 
Reilly and James Coffey being cap­ 
tured. 
That battle Is a tradition of 
real glory to the New York police 
force. 
Since then Mason ha.-, spent 
nearly all his time in prison.

Mason ut W. T. Wright was sent 


up under the old law to serve seven 
years. 
After about three years lie 


escaped and was finally located at 
Cherry Hill, Pa. He was given no pos- 
sible chance after and went out only 
at the expiration of his term. 


"Big Bill" Mason Is particularly 


well known In Chicago, where was tbe 
scene of many of his exploits. Around 
"Mike" McDonald's and George Han- 
kins' gambling bouses be was known 
as the high "roller of faro." 


He has pursued all the branches of 


crime, and while he baa been, success- 
ful in them all he has spent nearly 25 
years In* prison. So that in the bal- 
ance he strikes in his fifty-fifth year 
the account is heavily against him. 
In the Nortbfleld bank raid, In which 
he participated with the Younger and 
James boys, he was "the kid." In all 
of Mason's arrests he was well pro- 
vided with "ball money" and was able 
to get the best of criminal talent at 
tbe Jbar to fight his cases. It was bla 
boariC that he never pleaded guilty. 


Aftyv a wild spectacular career Ma- 


son appxjred In,Chicago and made his 
headquarVw*/jit 
Dave 
Thornton's 


•House of David" In Clark street. He 
was always well provided with money 
and ostensibly his business was to 
make a show of It by buying drinks 
for anybody and everybody. 


Meanwhile he was playing faro in 


McDonald's place, and occasionally in 
Hanklns' place across the street. He 
was generally a winner and was accus- 
tomed to leave a sum of money in 
Thornton's to the credit of fellows who 
were down and out. Usually It was, 
he said, 10 per cent of his winnings. 
If he lost he put a $10 bill there any- 
way for the same purpose, saying that 
the Lord and the gambler alike loved 
a cheerful giver and he wouldn't 
luck If he were not ready to dlvldfe. 


Mason at this time was about 25 or 


26 years old. In appearance he was. 
a striking figure, six feet tall, straight 
as a dart, broad shoulders and with 
the easy movement and grace of a 
panther. 
But his face was against 


him. 
It was hard and cruel of ex- 


pression. 


Before he left Chicago, however, he 


determined to make one big play, and 
he broke Hanklns' bank. A short time 
before that the house of H F. Whit- 
con, president of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railroad, in Milwaukee, had beeu 
entered and lobbed. 
The spoil was 
f 
traced to a "fence" in Chicago about 
the J^inie Mason made his big play at 
Hanklns' faro bank. 


The "fence" gave 
Mason away. 


While the Milwaukee police were ar- 
ranging to arrest htm at Thornton's 
place the hangeis on at the gambling 
house planned to rob him. Four of 
them attacked him, but he beat them 
all and escaped to the street just as 
the police came up and took him. He 
was taken to Milwaukee and there in- 
duced two detectives to enter his cell 
on the pretense of giving up. 
He 


seized them both and threw them vio- 
lently against the rear wall of the cell. 
In a moment he was out in the corri- 
dor and running toward the main en- 
trance. 
One of the detectives shot 


him, but he got away. A few nights 
afterward a badly 
wounded man 


dragged himself to the door of the 
house of J. I. Case, in Racine, 'owner 
of Jay-Eye-See, the trotting horse. He 
was delivered up to the police and 
sent to Waupun state prison for eight 
years. 


Waupun is regarded as one of the 


safe prisons of the United States, but 
Mason sawed his cell door, sawed the 
bars from a window out of the cell- 
house, a task that under the circum- 
stances must have taken some weeks, 
scaled a wall and was free. The prison 
authorities had previously 
learned 


that "Big Bill" had escaped from the 
Los Angeles prison and kept a close 
watch on him. Early one morning in 
1S98 there was a police fight in New 
York which ended in Mason, Thomas 
Reilly and James CotXey being cap- 
tured. That battle Is a tradition of 
real glory to tbe New York police 
force. 
Since then Mason has spent 


nearly all his time in prison.

Guthrie, Ok., Sept. 21.-Oklahoma | 


Territorial authorities resent the ac- 
tion of the Louisiana State Crop Pest 
Commission 
in establishing a 
boll 


weevil quarantine against Oklahoma, 
along with some of the other cotton 
growing states, notice of which has 
just reached the office here of C. A. 
McNabb, secretary of the Oklahoma 
Board of Agriculture. 


In regard to the Louisiana action, 


Prof. J, F. Nicholson, territorial en- 
tomologist, said today: 


"There has never been a boll weevil 


found within the limits of Oklahoma. 
This territory is too far north for the 
weevil ever to do any serious damage 
for one of our cold winters will put the 
weevil farther back than it can pos- 
sibly advance in several seasons, 


' 'It is estimated that the boll weevil 


can advance at the rate of fifty miles 
per year, and of course isolated cases 
nnghTbe transported 'farther than that 
in a shipment of some sort. The only 
place in either of the two territories 
where any boll weevil has been found 
this year is south of Ardmore, just 
this side of Red River. As the weevil 
has been all through that part of Tex- 
as, on the other side of the river, it is 


not at all surprising that one or two 
cases should be found in that vicinity.'

diana state prison have opened again 
to one of the most noted criminals In 
the country. His real name In Richard 
Keegan, but he in best known as "Big 
Bill" Mason. 


Mason n» W. T. Wright was sent 


up un.der the old law to serve seven 
years. 
After about three years toe 


escaped and was finally located at 
Cherry Hill, Pa. He was given no pos- 
sible chance after and went out only 
at the expiration of his term. 


"Big Bill" Mason 
In particularly 


well known In Chicago, where was the 
scene of many of his exploits. Around 
"Mike" McDonald's and George Han- 
kins' gambling houses be was known 
as the high "roller of faro." 


He has pursued all the branches of 


crime, and while he has been, success- 
ful in them all he has spent nearly 25 
years In* prison. So that in the bal- 
ance he strikes in his fifty-fifth year 
the account is heavily against him. 
In the Northfleld bank raid, in which 
he participated with the Younger and 
James boys, he was "the kid." In all 
of Mason's arrests he was well pro- 
vided with "ball money" and was able 
to get the best of criminal talent at 
the Jbar to fight his cases. It was hla 
boariC that he never pleaded guilty. 


Afcyv a wild spectacular career Ma- 


son appyjred In,Chicago and made his 
headquarVw,/at 
Dave 
Thornton's 


'House of David" In Clark street. He 
was always well provided with money 
and ostensibly his business was to 
make a show of It by buying drinks 
for anybody and everybody. 


Meanwhile he was playing faro in 


McDonald's place, and occasionally in 
Hankins' place across the street. He 
was generally a winner and was accus- 
tomed to leave a sum of money in 
Thornton's to the credit of fellows who 
were down and out. Usually it was, 
he said, 10 per cent of his winnings. 
If he lost he put a $10 bill there any- 
way for the same purpose, saying that 
the Lord and the gambler alike loved 
a cheerful giver and he wouldn't 
luck if he were not ready to divide. 


Mason at this time was about 25 or 


26 years old. In appearance he was, 
a striking figure, six feet tall, straight 
as a dart, broad shoulders and with 
the easy movement and grace of a 
panther. 
But his face was against 


him. 
It was hard and cruel of ex- 


pression. 


Before he left Chicago, however, he 


determined to make one big play, and 
he broke Hankins' bank. A short time 
before that the house of H F. Whit- 
con, president of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral railroad, in Milwaukee, had beeu 
entered and lobbed. 
The spoil was 


traced to a "fence" in Chicago about 
the ,Jime Mason made his big play at 
Hankins' faro bank. 


The "fence" gave Mason away. 


While the Milwaukee police were ar- 
ranging to arrest him at Thornton's 
place the hangeis on at the gambling 
house planned to rob him. Four of 
them attacked him, but he beat them 
all and escaped to the street just as 
the police came up and took him. He 
was taken to Milwaukee and there in- 
duced two detectives to enter his cell 
on the pretense of giving up. 
He 


seized them both and threw them vio- 
lently against the rear wall of the cell. 
In a moment he was out in the corri- 
dor and running toward the main en- 
trance. 
One of the detectives shot 


him, but he got awuy. A few nights 
afterward a badly 
wounded 
man 


dragged himself to the door of the 
house of J. I. Case, in Racine, 'owner 
of Jay-Eye-See, the trotting horse. He 
was delivered up to the police and 
sent to Waupun state prison for eight 
years. 


Waupun is regarded as one of the 


safe prisons of the United States, but 
Mason sawed his cell door, sawed the 
bars from a window out of the cell- 
house, a task that under the circum- 
stances must have taken some weeks, 
scaled a wall and was free. The prison 
authorities had previously 
learned 


that "Big Bill" had escaped from the 
Los Angeles prison and kept a close 
watch on him. Early one morning in 
1S98 there was a police fight in New 
York which ended in Mason, Thomas 
Reilly and James Coffey being cap- 
tured. 
That battle Is a tradition of 


real glory to the New York police 
force. 
Since then Mason has spent 


nearly all his time in prison.
